NO TENDERS 


Westinghouse Church Kerr Co. to 
Build $675,000 Arsenal at 
Lindsay 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Aug. 29.—-The contract 
for the construction of the new Do- 
minion arsenal at Lindsay, Ont., has 
been awarded to the Westinghouse 
Church Kerr company of San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, and New York. The 
campany has offices at Montreal, and 
built the Ogden shops for the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway at Calgary, the 
extension to the Royal Alexandra 
hotel at Winnipeg, and a number of 
other Canadian works. The contract 
for the new arsenal was let on a per- 
tentage basis which will vary ne- 
cording to the amount of engineering 
services required, but which will, it is 
estimated, average 10 per cent or over 
on the cost. 

The reason given why the company 
was chosen without tender is explain- 
ed by the fact that the company has 
had experience in constructing ar- 
senals in the United States. The esti- 
mated cost of the building is something 
in the neighborhood of $675,000, 
though it is believed that the total 
building and equipment will considey- 
ably exceed that amount. It Is exti- 
mated that the plant will be ready for

MERE MEMORY AS 
AFTERMATH OF WAR 


Monday Great Day For the Allies 
Says Enthusiastic France— 
Huns Only Hopeful 


Paris, Aug. 28 (via London, Aug, 29) 
—France feels today that Maximilian 
Harden was right when he said nearly 
two years ago that Roumania would 
enter the war on the side of the vic- 
tors. All the las papers apply Har- 
den's statement and other German us 
sertions of similar nature to the big 
news. In all circles there is a feeling 
of tremendous optimism not experi 
enced since the beginning of the war. 

A high government official said to- 
day: This is a great day for the allies. 
Roumania’s entry on the same day 
that two other members of the triple 
alliance, Italy and Germany, dissolved 
partnership, is most significant. It cer- 
tainly will have, in fact, already has, 
a great effect on European neutral 
opinion. Greece is watching the situa- 
tion most intelligently, and Bulgaria 
Ly this time undoubtedly wishes she 
have never been born to digest her vile 
mess of Prussian pottage, especially is 
the pottage bids fair to choke her.” 

No More Bulgaria, 

According to this authority. “there 
may be no more Bulgaria” when the 
war is over. 

All French informed 
credit for the Roumanian move to 
Fremier Briand, now an accredited 
leader in entente diplomacy. One offi- 
cial said: ‘I have seen him every day 
throughout the negotiations on the 
subject of Roumania, I have seen 
the tide rise and fall and rise again, 
but he has not rested a single hour un- 
til he was certain,” 

Has Faith in Bulgaria, 

Berlin, Aug. 28 (via London, Aug 
£9)—Bulgaria undoubtedly will follow 
the lead of Germany in declaring war 
on Roumania, in the opinion of Count 
Ernest von Reventiow, the naval ex- 
pert of the Tages Zeitung. Comment- 
ing on the action of Roumania, von 
Reventlow writes: 

“Ita y be assumed 
that Germany and her allies had 
counted upon Roumania’s  participa- 
tion in the war, and have taken mea- 
sures in advance, In view of the geo- 
graphical situation the presumption is 
permissible that the military develop- 
ments are imminent, It was certain 
that the German empire would regard 
the cause of its Austro-Hungarian al- 
lies as its own.

bayonets lined the streets in the vici- 
nity of residence of Mr. Venigelos, 

Immediately following the meeting 
a committee of representative Liberals 
were named to present King Constan- 
tine the resolutions outlined in the 
speech of M. Venizelos, 

The text of the resolutions, as given 
by M. Venizelos in his speech follows: 

“By these resolutions we, the peo- 
ple, advise the monarch that he has 
fallen a victim of evil advisors, who 
seek to nullify the resulta of the revo- 
lution of 1909 and achieve a return to 
the former state of misgovernment, 
while satisfying personal hatred of N. 
Venizelos; that the sovereign hus fal- 
len victim to advisors of purely mili- 
tary and oligarchical ideas, who have 
persuaded him that Germany must 
be victorious, and trading upon the 
King's admiration for the Germans, 
whose victory he believed in and de- 
sired, hoped by Germany's victory to 
be enabled to set aside the free con- 
stitution ot Greece and concentrate ab- 
solute power in roval hands, 

“As a result of these warped idea 
we see today, instead of extension of 
the territory of Greece to Asia Minor, 
‘Thrace and Cyprus, that Macedonia 
is invaded by the Bulgarians, that tens 
ot thousands of dollars’ worth of mitt 
tary supplies have been surrendered 
10 the invaders, and that northern 
K:pirus is in danger of being perman 
ently lost, 

Do Not Approve of Course,

Cricket has suffered a severe loss 
by the death in action of Perey 
Jeeves, a Warwickshire county pro- 
fessional, und regarded as one of the 
coming English players. He repre- 
sented England in the international 
matches against the South Africans 
and Australians in 1912, 

Kev. , II. Tuke, chaplain to the 
forces, killed while carrying water to 
the trenches, was a Cambridge univer- 
sity man and in his varsity days was 
captain of the first Trinity boat club. 

Lieut. K. R. Cook, who dled of 
wounds, was a member of the London 
Scottish rugby fuvtball club, a fine 
swimmer and with his younger brother 
went under training as a middle dis- 
tance runner for the Olympic games 
in 1912, 

A_well known Southend sergeant, 
W. J. Thosogod, also has fallen. He 
was one of the original members of 
the famous club and ran in every cross 
country team race in which the club 
competed up to the outbreak of the 
war. He won the Essex champion- 
ship in 1908, 

Lieut. Davis N. Gaussend, killed in

The wool situation needs little con. 
ment, While it is probably true that 
the mills in Canada have, at the pres« 
ont moment, ficient stocks of Can- 
adian grown wool to meet their re- 


quirements for the current months, 
such is only a temporary condition 
and is not similarly the fact as re- 


gards their requirements for wools not 


grown in Canada, The position of 
the world wool market is very firm 
indeed, To quote from the report of 


the wool! sales held in London on the 
1tth April: “Competition was thor- 
oughly strong and well distributed. 
The demand for cross breeds has been 
lively." There is no indication from 
any quarter that the market for woo! 
will be overstocked or that prices will 
recede, ‘he contrary, rather, is the 
case, Russia and France are pur- 
chasing heavily in Great Britain, while 
United States and Canada’ are not 
easily able to obtain their require- 
ments, Farmers unquestionably, are 
in a very strong position as regards 
the sale of their wool this year, 

The maintenance of present prices 
can have only one result, Already re- 
newed interest is being evidenced by 
farmers who have not kept sheep for 
years. Ram sales were particularly 
{good last fall, More sheep are being 
bred in many of the provinces, We 
believe that this year will show a fur- 
ther eatension of the business, As a 
matter of fact, no farm animal can be 
made more profitable, at the present 
time, to its owner, The keeping of 
sheep for the sake of the wool alone 
may become an economic necessity, 
With grade nbs selling on the open 
market for more than pure breds 
brought two or threa years ago, a re- 

‘vival of the sheep industry in Canada 
may confidently be anticipated, 
Hogs

reached an unprecedentedly high level

Without doubt, Can- 
ada stands in a better position today 
to develop a permanent bacon trade 
with Great Britain than has ever been 
the case before. To do this, however, 
there must be a volume of supply. 
There is very good reason to believe 
that, although prices cannot he ex- 
pected to remali: at the present high 
level, the demand for bacon, in the 
face of the supply that can be obtain- 
ed, will be such as to hold the market 
in a very firm condition, both during 
and for a considerable period follow- 
ing the war. 

Great Britain's imports of bacon in 
1915 amounted to 125,441,460. From 
Canada she obtained only 13,324,511. 
The fact that Canadian bacon has 
been selling at an advance of from 10 
to 128, per ewt, above American and 
at not more than 128, under the nora- 
inal quotation of Danish, fllustrates 
very clearly to What extent Canada 
could increase her export trade, had 
she a sufficient quantity of hogs to 
make this possible, The English mer- 
chant and the British consumer will 
buy Canadian bacon today, quality 
being equal, in preference to that 
from any other country in the world, 
with the possible exception of Treland, 
Not only so, but an enormous market 
existe also for ams, frozen pork and 
pork cuts of varie deseriptions, This 
market is as remunerative as the ba- 
con trade, although it is net likely to 
prove as constant. The West is pro- 
ducing a great quantity of rough grain 
this year, As compared with wheat it 
will probably bo relatively low in 
price, It should, therefore, be a sound 
business proposition to breed as many 
sows as would provide each farm, 
with such a number of feeding hogs 
as can be conveniently handled and 
suitably finished, They should, howe 
ever, be so selected and mated as to 
maintain the approved bacon type. 
Unless this be done, we cannot com- 
pete with Ireland and Denmark and

The British Government has 
agreed to pay Dutch fishing com- 
panies a bonus to not sell their 
fish to Germany. The British 
tax-payer is a remarkable chap. 
He is standing the cost, in blood 
and money, of saving Holland 
from the fate of Belgium, and is 
now going to bribe the Dutch fish- 
ing companies to not help Ger- 
many, 


Leibnecht, the German Social- 
ist leader, has been sentenced to 
four years penal servitude for 
war treason. Bourassa, the Cana- 
dian Nationalist leader, continues 
to enjoy life, liberty to preach 
sedition, and the happiness de- 
rivable therefrom. German dis- 
cipline has been carried to the 
extreme of tyranny, but it has 
never been shown that it plays 
favorites. In Canada there is dis- 
cipline for everybody but the 
political faction which most needs 
it. 


On May 17th Sir Robert Borden 
announced that as the question of 
the efficiency of the Ross rifle had 
been raised the Government 
would leave it to the judgment of 
the Commander-in-Chief whether 
the rifle was fit or not. Approxi- 
mately three months later it was 
suddenly announced that the Ross 
rifle was being scrapped and the 
Lee-Enfield substituted. Sir 
Douglas Haig evidently required 
only three months to find out that 
the rifla our men had been using 
two years was not up to the mark. 
The conclusion is obvious that the 
Ross rifle would have been dis- 
carded long ago if the Comman- 
der-in-Chief had been allowed to 
do it. 


Mr. James Carruthers, one of 
the largest grain dealers in Can- 
ada, estimates that 165,000,000 
bushels of wheat ‘‘is all that can 
be expected’’ from the western 
fields this year. If that is the 
worst that befalls us we shall be 
able to pull through the winter, 
A country which, with a popula- 
tion of perhaps three million peo- 
ple, has nothing worse to expect 
than a crop of 165,000,000 bushels 
of wheat when wheat is worth 
more than a dollar a bushel might 
be afflicted with the spirit of dis- 
appointment. But the disap- 
pointment would be due to the 
largeness of its expectations, not 
the smallness of its crop.

| Market For Potatoes | 
| 


The potato crop in parts of Ontario 
is reported a failure. Bhe crop in 
the Edmonton district is immense, 
Last year, when similar conditions in 
both Ontario and in this district pre- 
vailed, potatoes were so low in price 
here in the fall that some farmers did 
not dig them, It is to be hoped that 
some means will be found of reaching 
the Ontario demand with the Edmon- 
ton'surplus of this year before the cold 
weather intervenes to prevent trans- 
portation, The Board of Trade would 
be doing good work if they could ar- 
range to have the surplus of Edmon- 
ton meet the shortage of Ontario, with 
profit to both producer and consumer. 
We are not strong on corn or melons 
In this district, but when potatoes are 
the question the Edmonton district is 
“it,” so far as yield is concerned at any 
rate, The raising of extra fancy table 
potatoes is claiming the attention of 
our farmers, and that feature of the 
industry will no doubt be developed in 
due course,

Canadians Enlisting in England. 


To the Bulletin: Would you give an 
answer to the following question: If a 
civillan leaves Canada for Great 
Britain can he enlist in » Canadian 
battalion there? B., City. 

This question was submitted to B. F. 
Blackburn, secretary Returned Sol- 
diers’ Bureau, and he “rites: We are 
informed by one of the returned offi- 
cers that at the time he was on duty 
In England it was possible for a Cana- 
dian to join up with the C. E. F. in 
Fingland. We are of the opinion, how- 
ever, that during the last elght months 
on order was put through to the effect 
that recruits joining in England would 
only be ehtitled to English pay, yiz., 
250 per day and separation allowance 
of 12 shillings per week. This would 
compel them to enlist in the B. 12. F. 
However, we cannot be sure of this 
and would advise taking the matter 
up with the headquarters’ staff, M. D., 
No. 18, Calgary.“ 

Returned Soldicrs’ Bureau.

TIMOTHY SEFD. _ 


The foilowing circular regarding the 
handling of timothy seed has been re- 
ceived from G. H. Clark, seed commis- 
sioner of the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture: 

The 1916 crop of Alberta timothy 
seed would seem to require special fa- 
cilities for marketing «nd the follow- 
ing tentative arrangements have been 
made ,subject to change as experience 
in handling the seed may warrant: 

1. The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture and the Board of Grain 
Commissioners agree that the widely! 
and favorably known system for grad- 


ing, handling end marketing of grain 
should so far as possibile be made 
available « timothy seed, 


2. For this year the government in- 
terior terminal elevator at Calgary 
will be fitted’ for the handling of tim- 
othy seed, Timothy seed will be re- 
ceived in bags, the bags returned to 
the shipper whose name is contained 
thereon, farmer's lots being kept se- 
parate, though in quantities of less 
than car lots. The seed will be clean- 
ed and graded and warenouse certifi- 
cates issued for the net weight and 
grade or grades of seed obtained after 
cleaning. The total charge for re- 
ceiving, cleaning, elevating, sacking 
and loading ex clevator will be be per 
ewt. Large bins will be provided for 
extra No. 1, o. 4, No, 2, No, 3, and 
rejected grades. After cleaning, far- 
mer's lots of timothy may not retain 
its identity but may be bulked with 
other lots of the same grade. - 

J. Alberta timothy seed growers will 
do well to remember that upwards of 
two million bushels of timothy seed 
are produced annually in the North 
Central States. That this seed is mar- 
keted, commencing about Aug, 15th 
and that agents of the large American 
seed houses canvas Eastern Canada, 
taking orders during the months of 
November, December and January. 
for seed to be delivered the following 
spring. It is therefore highly desir- 
able that Alberta timothy seed grow- 
ers should hold warehouse receipts for 
their re-cleaned and graded seeds as 
soon as possible, so that the quantity 
of timothy seed available, together 
with the holders of warehouse certifi- 
cates may be listed from week to week 


for the information of prospective 
buyers,
